28, ‘The usual statements are attached of whole rupees coined and issued c 
from the Indian Mints during the years 1835 to 1887, and the proportions of 
each of those issued found on examination in every District Treasury of a bag 
of 2,000 rupees of the coin ordinarily current in the districts. 

29. The difficulty in drawing any detailed conclusions from these statements 
has been pointed out in, previous Reports, but they show the very gradual 
disappearance of old coin from circulation and the equally gradual spread of new 
coin to take its place. —! 

30. The circumstances of India and Burma are exceptional as explained in 
last Report; but leaving these Provinces out of consideration, the figures continue 
to show that, as might be expected, the percentage of the coin of the later years 
held in Madras and in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh is largely below 
the percentage of the same coin held in Bengal and Bombay, which are nearer 
to the Mints; while the percentage held in Bengal is largely below that in Bom- 
bay, into which Presidency the great bulk of ‘the silver is imported.

FRAUD AND FORGERY. 
38. The following forgeries of notes came to light in the year under 
review, and they were all of the Calcutta Circle :—

One of the 20-rupee notes belonged to the forgeries of 1882. This note was 
presented by the Bank of Bengal in Allahabad. The other three, as well as‘the 
10-rupee note, were presented at Calcutta, and were all hand-made, and were very 
bad forgeries indeed, The 5-rupee note forgeries belong to the same set as those 
presented before, viz., five in 1883- 84, six in 1884.85, six in 1885-86, and ten 
in 1886-87. Of the 69 notes presented during the year under report, 15 were 
presented and discovered at Allahabad, 2 at Lahore, and the remaining 52 at 
Calcutta. They were printed from wood and on paper to imitate the genuine 
paper, the water-lines being mere impressions from wooden stamps moistened 
ewith oil. On the 18th of January last a native was sentenced to 7 years’ trans- 
portation ‘in connection with the 5-rupee note forgeries, and another man was 
sentenced to 2 years’ rigorous ‘imprisonment for having such notes in his 
possession. The utterer of the 1,000-rupee note of the Calcutta Circle noticed 
in last year’s report was convicted and sentenced to 5 years’ rigorous imprison- 
ment. Two men were sentenced to 3 years’ rigorous imprisonment for utter- 
ing a forged 1,000-rupee note which was made by hand. 

_©89. Rangoon reports that one fraudulently altered note for R5 was preseat- 
ed. It was branded and payment refused; the note is with the Currency 
Officer there, and the presenter has not called to ask for itsreturn, In Bombay 
a fraud oceurred within the office, the clerk dealing with claims on lost and 

‘imperfect notes having embezzled money passing through his hands, and falsified 
the records to conceal his crime. On conviction he was sentenced to 6 years’ 


rigorous imprisonment. A full report of the case was made to Government, 
at the time. No other fraud or forgery is reported by Bombay. i
